LITTAUER “GLOVE CASE 


Attorney General Knox Refuses to | 





Reopen It. 


Mr. Littauer May Ask for a Congres 
sional Investigation—Mr. Milburn’s 
Plea far Congressman. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Répresentative 
Littauer of New York to-day renewed his 
request of President Roosevelt for a reoperi- 
ing of his glove contract case in the De- 
partment of Justice. The Attorney Gen- 
eral has not seen his way clear to reopen 
the case in the way Mr. Littauer and his 
attorney, John G. Milburn of Buffalo, de- 
sire. 

‘It ig understood to be Mr. Littauer’s in- 
tention, in the event of his failure to induce 


| the President. to. reopen his case, to appeal 


te Congress for an investigation. It is in- 
timated that he may exercise his right to 
discuss the case on the floor of the House. 
Attorney General Knox to-day made pub- 
lic recent correspondence which passed be- 
tween himself end Rogers, Locke & Mil- 
burn, counsel for Representative Littauer, 
relative to the reopening of’ the matter of 
the ‘latter’s alleged connection with the 


contract ‘ewarded to E, R. Lyon for fur- 


nishing the army 30,000 pairs of gauntlet 
gioves. In the course of his letter, dated 
Oct. 3}, 1903, Mr, Milburn states: 

“The accusations against Mr. Littauer, 
which wefe investigated by the War De- 
partment, were to the effect that, being a 
member of the firm of Littauer Brothers, 
manufacturers of gloves, he had violated 
the statute prohibiting, under civil and 
criminal penalties, a member of Congress 
from directly or indirectly contracting with 
Though the firm of Lit- 
tauer Brothers bas for many years sold its 
gloves to individuals and concerns having 
contracts with the Government, as it might 
lawfuily do, the Judge Advocate General 
states in hig report that there was no evi- 
dence of any violation of law in connection 
with. those transactions. excepting in a 
single instance, which is the contract of B. 
R.- Lyon with the Government of Dec. 7, 
1808, for the furnishing of 930,000 pairs of 
muskrat gauntlets. 

“Thus the sole issue is as to whether 
that transaction was .a violation of -the 
statute on the part of Mr “Littauer. I may 
add that the issue is not complicated by 
any Joss to the Government, as the Secre- 
tary of War distinctly stages that the Lyon 
contracts were made in compliance with 
the law, upon public advertisement, on

concern has the right to be generotis in 
the matter of paying unearned wages— 
unless, indee@, it shall appear that for 
labor performed it pays less than that 
labor is worth, holding in reserve part of 
the price to support its workmen when 
involuntarily idle. This question has in- 
terest in view of the attitude of organ- 
ized_labor ang ite demand for full current 
participation in what is created by its 
co-operation with capital. Organized la- 
bor insists. that the satisfaction. of the 
Wage earner in the matter of a generous 
living wage is paramount to any and 
every obligation on’ the part of the.em- 
rloyer. This loses sight of the fact that 
the paramount obligation of the business 
man is to pay his debts, and that he can- 
not do this if he permits his expenses to 
absorb his profits and erode his capital 
to the vanishing point, His first duty is 
to be just; his second to be generous. If 
he can be both just and generous so 
mutch the better, but in the keen ‘compe- 
tition of modern business this is not al- 
Ways possible. Evidently it was impos- 
sible in the case of the firm mentioned, 
ard its effort to continue under the ex- 
isting wage system a relation in which 
the labor was a partner in prosperity and 
a dependent in adversity ended exactly 
ax might have been expected. Organized 
labor has made that sort of relation imi- 
possible—whether for the better or not is 
beside the fact. The fundamental error 
of its position is that it elects to eat its 
cake, and when it is gone it clamors for 
the share of others. 

There is food for thought and for prof- 
itable discussion in the facts above out- 
lined. The duty of the employer to the 
wage earner, popularly styled the duty 
of capital to labor, has been much de- 
bated. Perhaps it would promote a sat- 
isfactory conclusion if some consideration 
is given to the duty of the employer to 
his creditora and to himself, It may be 
found that these two sets of duties. are 
not at all in conflict.
